The Famous Organ of Fribr 
and its Jealous Keeper. 

The wnghterof "Musical Recollec- 
tions of the Last Half Century," in 
Fin-ley's Magazine, tebs this good 
story of Mendelssohn : 

G^reat as Mendelssohn was as a com- 
poser, I believe he was far greater as a 
pianist aud as an organist. Under his 
hand each instrument "discoursed" 
after a manner as original as it was 
captivating. Scarcely had he touched 
the keyboard than something that can 
only be explained as similar to a 
pleasureable electric shock passed 
through his bearers and left tbem 
spellbound— a sensation that was on- 
ly disolved as the last chord was struck 
and when one's pent-up breath seem- 
ed as ifonlyableto recover its usual 
action by means of a gulp or sob. 

An anecdote relative to this feeling 
I may introduce, as told me by Sir. 
Michael Costa. On one occasion of 
Mendelssohn's being iu Switzerland, 
he and Sir Michael met at the church 
of Friburgh in which building the or- 
gan is of such world-wide celebrity 
that few persons— especially those 
who lay claim to any musical taste 
leave the town without going to hear 
it. At the time referred to the custo- 
dian was somewhat of a bear, and 
most decidedly refused, either for love 
or money, to permit any stranger to 
place his fingers upon the keys, al- 
though he himself bad not the slight- 
est pretension to the designation of an 
organist ; and so far from showing the 
capabilities of the instrument, induced 
very many to go away under the im- 
pression that they had been "sold," 
and that all "Murray" and other guide 
books had stated was nothing better 
than "a delusion and a snare." Men- 
delssohn was resolved, by hoo or by 
crook, to see what the Friburg organ 
was made of. 

For this purpose he drew the custo- 
dian out, working on his weak points 
of character— for the old man really 
loved the organ as if it had been his 
child— but as to getting his consent, 
that seemed to be beyond the probabil- 
ity of realization. Every one, whoev- 
er had the fortune to be acquainted 
with Mendelssohn, must have been 
attracted by his winning ways, bis 
courteous bearing and his manifesta- 
tions of decided character. Whether 
he won upon the old man by any one 
of these peculiarities of his "native 
worth" in particular, or by their 
combination, can only be inferred. 
Suffice it to say, that after a long par- 
ley, he was permitted to try one range 
of keys. One hand he used at first, 
quietly using the other in drawing the 
stops, as if to attest the variety of their 
quality; and, when he had thus got 
out as many as seemed applicable for 
his purpose, he made a dash which 
completely staggered the old man, and 
began to play as he only could p ay. 

The old man gasped for breath. He 
clutched the rail against which he was 
standing, and for an instant seemed as 
if he would drag this bold intruder 
from his seat. That impulse was, 
however, only momentary; for he 
soon stood, as it were, spellbound, un- 
til a break in the harmonious melody 
enabled him to make an effort to as- 
certain who the master spirit was that 
made the organ speak as he had never 
heard it speak before. Sir Michael 
Costa, at first scarcely knowing wheth- 
er it were better to smile a' the old 
mau's astonishment, or to let events 
take their cour-e, or to enlighten him 
at once, decided upon the former 
course ; but at this moment the old 
man seized him by the arm and gasp- 
ed out, "Who, in heaven's name, is 
that man ?" But when he answered 
slow and deliberately, "Felix Mendel- 
ssohn Bartholdy," he staggered as if 
struck a trmendous blow. "And I re- 
fused him to touch my organ !" he 
sorrowfully said.

A protest, signed by about 300 indi-

He remained in America 
and was twice married— first to the 
daughter of Governor Clinton, of New 
York, and second to a daughter of 
Post master-General Osgood. He died 
at Greenbush, near Albany, July 14, 
1834.

The Supreme Court on Monday af- 
firmed the constitutionality of the le- 
gal tender law and overruled so much 
of the decision in the case of Hepburn 
vs. Griswold as ruled the legal tender 
acts unwarranted by the Constitution, 
so far as they apply to contracts made 
before their enactment. Judge Strong 
read the opinion of the court, and Jus- 
tice Brady read an opinion sustaining 
it Three of the judges who dissented 
read opinions also. The Court stood 
five to four— all of the judges who 
agreed in the decision of Hepburn vs. 
Griswold maintaining their original 
opinions. 

Senator Sumner has introduced a 
bill for the reduction of taxation and 
providing for a stamp act of seventy- 
five cents per gallon on whiskey, the 
reduction to take place Julyl, 1872. 
Also for the abolishment of the inter- 
nal revenue bureau September 1, 1872. 
He selects the latter date because at 
that time it will be just ten years 
since the bureau went into operation. 
The finance committee of the Senate 
had under consideration during the re- 
cess a measure substantially identical 
with Mr. Sumner's. 



The Commissioner of Internal Rev 
enue decides that a tax must be paid 
upon di videos declared out of the earn- 
ings of 1871, and upon the interest and 
coupons representing the interest 
which accrued in that year, even 
though the drvidens are not declared 
or the interest is not payable until af- 
ter December 31, 1871 ; and that the 
corporations mentioned in section 15, 
of the act of July the 4, 1870, should 
withhold the tax from the holders of 
their stocks and bonds.

fruit-trees and vegetables to be culti- 
vated and grow on tbe premises of 
each. This is an attractive feature of 
the city and adds immeasurably to its 
beauty and health, and we can here 
state the significant fact that the real 
estate owners have determined to sell 
dwelling sites to whoever will build, 
improve and locate upon them, at 
prices raiuging from $10. to $30, per 
foot, on crediO; of one, two and three 
years. 

The famous *Louisville and Portland 
ship and steamboat canal, the most 
stupeudious work of the country, be- 
ing cut through the solid bed of rock 
or lime stoue which forms the bed of 
the river, runs through the Northern 
part of the city, extending from the 
head to the foet of the falls, a distance 
of three miles. During the past two 
years the general government, which 
»wus the work excepting five shares, 
has expended $750/ 00 in widening and 
deepening the canal, which is now 80 
feet wide at the locks, and 90 feet wide 
in the channel, with several basins 
each 200 feet in width, along its course 
The canal of itself is a great water 
power, and if utilised as such it would 
double the present population of the 
city, and its banks extending three 
miles on eitherside, now vacant, would 
provide space for ten thousand puild- 
iugs, residences and factories. The »'n- 
ly improvements that now line the 
banks of the canal are the iron found- 
eries at the mouth, tbe coal or cement 
elevators at tbe first basin, the great

railways, and every passenger is 
conveyed from one extreme to the 
o her— a distauce of seven miles— fer 
five cents, or less than one cent per 
mile, for a ride from residence to 
place of business, tbe cars running reg- 
ularly from daybreak to midnight 
The water-power of the falls, as we 
clearly demonstrated in the annual 
review of the Board of Trade, in 1869, 
is the great lever to be used to make 
Louisville the seatof empire, manufac 
turing cities in the United States and 
of America. The investment of one 
million capital, and the aid of the city 
and real estate owners, is all that is 
demanded to milize the never-ending, 
forever-euduring .vater- power at our 
feet. It is cheaper and more durable, 
as well as bettter aud safer than steam. 
The raw products, cottou, irou, hemp, 
and flax are aoundant accessable and 
cheaper than at any other manufactur- 
ing center, with a water seoiion avar- 
aging 2,500 feet by 4 feet, exteuding 
three miles along tbe river with a fall of 
twenty-seven feet, and a current of 
over five mUes par hour, equal to 166, 
000 horses, or twenty-five times the 
power of ah our fouuduries aud facto- 
ries, and sooty, smoking Pittsburgh 
combined. 



The Kentucky Tobacco Law Repeal. 

According to tbe existing law the 
Governor of Kentucky Is empowered 
to appoint inspectors and weighers of 
eaf tobacco sold by the warehouse- 
men at their daily auction sales lu ibis 
cky, and at every session of the Legis- 
lature the question of amendment, 
change, or repeal, is agitated. This is 
exceedingly vexatious and injurious to 
the trade, the producers, the buyers 
and the warehousemen. The latter 
have a long experience, as well as a 
vast amount of money invested in the 
business, with six regularly constitu- 
ted and organized auction warehouses, 
who, together with the buyers, have 
too much money at stake to be con- 
tinually jeopardized by legislative ag- 
itation. 

During the present session of the 
Legislature, action has been taken 
calliug upon the Tobacco Board of 
Trade of tiiis city for an expression of 
opinion m regard to the tobacco law. 
To this they have promptly responded, 
and with unanimity of action, with- 
out one dissenting voice, ask for the 
repeal of tbe law, or as much of it as 
refers to inspectors and weighers. The 
sale and inspection of leaf tobacco can 
be better and more sa tisfactorily man- 
aged by the proprietors of the ware- 
houses than by others. Every busi- 
ness interest aud trade should be man- 
aged by those who conduct it, as they 
are both interested and responsible 
and best know their owu business. 
Mr. P. Mequiar, President of the To- 
bacco Board, through the unanimous 
decision of the members, sent the 
communication, or protest, to the 
Speaker of the House, and it is to be 
hoped It will be promptly acted upon, 
in compliance with the wishes of the 
trade in this city, and let the tobacco 
trade, like any other business pursuit, 
stand upon its own merits. The ware- 
housemen can beat regulate the inspec- 
tion, weighing and selling of tobacco, 
aud fairly represent the producer and 
protect his interests. They have the 
confidence of the planters and are re- 
sponsible aud reliable.

The Pnblic Library Scheme— Its

Since the drawine of the lottery 
of the so-called Public Library 
of Kentucky, considerable discus- 
sion, by way of newspaper com- 
munications, has taken place. Sev- 
eral calls, from time to time, have 
also been made for an exhibit of the 
affairs or this grand lottery scheme 
and it was hoped that, during the con- 
troversy, some information in this re- 
gard would be vouchsafed the public. 
As yet, no publication, or official state- 
ment, as to how the $350,000 was dis- 
bursed, bas been given. The public 
do not care a fig for the quarrel now 
going on between Mr. Dembitz, of the 
Louisville Library Association, and 
"Lihraricum Publicum," of the Public 
Library of Kentucky lottery scheme. 
What is of importance to them, and 
of which they want information, is 
"what disposition has been made of 
the $35<i,00't obtained from the sale of 
tickets in the lottery?"

Thursday, January 18. 
Senate— Mr. Truubull, from the Ju- 
diciary Committee, promised an early 
report upon the claim that women 
have a right to vote under the Consti- 
tution as amended. Mr. Blair reported 
a bill extending the benefits of the ar- 
tificial limb ct to all men in thearmy 
and navy regardless of rank.

Trade is improving and transactions in- 
creasing in all leading departments, with a 
decline established in various articles oi 
country produce, including butter, eggs and 
dried fruits.

The cotton market has again advanced, 
with some increase in the forward move- 
ment, yet. the receipts this season to date 
show a decrease ef 44.8,006 bales against the 
same date last year. A m«rked increase i- 
noted in the consumption of cotton, both in 
Great Britain and the United states, an in- 
crease of from 1 1«7 per eeut. being njled in 
the Northern mills. This tends to keep up 
prices. II the water-power of Louisville was 
utilised, It would give easy capacity tor the 
use of 3.0,000 oales ot c >tton annually around 
the falls. The machine power of England 
has b en increased fully 10 per cent, during 
the past year. 

The reduction of the duty on te% bas gen- 
erally increased both imports and cousump 
tlon, the statistics or tlie New York Shipping 
List indicating an increase of nearly 14,000,- 
006 lbs during the year. 

Tbe market hastieen buoyant tor dry goods. 
Including cotton and woolen fabrics, at en 
hanced rates, ano we note ample stocks on 
hand, the bulk of the cotton goods having 
been purchased before the advance. This 
will enable cash buyers to inv

The provision market, withai 
tlon in prices to direct purchasers, has been 
active during the Week, with sales of up- 
wards of .1,000 packages of hi con and laid, all 
to go out of the market. The packing season 
at Northern points ba» not yet closed, though 
supplies are being much reduced. 

Breadstults are Arm and grain has an ad- 
vancing tendency, with a marked Increase in 
the demand for the use of distillers, wbo con- 
sume vast quantities of small gruin, as well 
as corn. 

The Bourbou whisky trade continues act- 
ive, while h ghwines are rather dull. 

Linseed oil has advanced 2c per gallon. 

Choice brooms are a little higher, and 
wooden ware, buckets and tuns, have an ad- 
vancing tendency, and we note a good de- 
mand lor some kinds of cooperage, chiefly 
whisky barrels, bacon casks aud ham tierces.

During December just passed we 
have had a fair general business in 
United States tobacco^o the trade, 
dealers and for export. 

Western strips sold rather more free- 
ly at prices within the range of our 
quotations, but varying according to 
the class required. Fillers are scarce 
and comparatively dear. Rough, use- 
ful medium cutters are plentiful and 
cheap. Cutters for special purposes 
and smooth spinners difficult to meet 
with, and consequently more firmly 
held. 

Western Leaf — Moderate demand 
for Africa and for Ireland, in both 
cases preferring fresh tobaccos to old 
importations. 

With regard to the character of the 
import, we never remember to have 
seen so great sameness in Western to- 
baccos. Rough, coarse aud red de- 
scribes the greater portion of both leaf 
and strips, the latter being generally 
sweet and in good order. As we have 
already stated, Oilers and fine strips, 
with smoothness, for special pnrposes, 
are comparatively scarce. English 
manufacturers complain that Western 
strips are not so carefully put up as 
they used to be, the most leafy hogs 
heads containing a mixture of short, 
inferior tobacco. We would draw the 
attention of stemmers to this point, as 
there is no doubt that long and short 
strips sell better separate than when 
mixed in the same hogshead. 

With respect to Western leaf, there 
is an improvement in the put-up of 
this season, the hogsheads, as a rule, 
bein^ more moderate in weight. For 
this market, and we think we may say 
for any market, no full-sized hogshead 
of leaf should exceed 1,500 lbs net; 
three-quarter sized and half hogsheads 
do not meet the objection. Therefore, 
as we have said many times before, 
we venture, in the interest of all con- 
cerned, to say again, in putting up 
Virginia and Western leaf avoid ex- 
cessive pressure.

The consumption of coffee, notwith- 
staudiug the excessively high prices 
prevailing the past two years, has in- 
creased in a far greater ratio than the 
production. The opening of new fa- 
cilities and routes has deprived, in a 
measure, of the great preponderance of 
imports and trade, the cities of New 
York and Baltimore. The New York 
Shipping List, in its annual review of 
the coffee trade, exclusive of Ca ifor- 
nia, states that the imports for the year 
were 322,700,479 lbs, against imports in 
1870 of 282,540,737 lbs, and that the 
consumption in 1871 waa 316,609,763 
lbs, against a consumption in 1870 of 
280,911,672 lbs, being an increase in the 
consumption of last year, as compared 
with the previous oue, of 35,698,093 
lbs, or 12 71-100 percent. 

From Brazil we derive 77 32-100 per 
cent, of our consumption of coffee. 
Any serious deficiency, then, in the 
crops can be looked upon with a cer- 
tain degree of alarm by the commer 
cial classes who are interested in the 
distribution of these essentials to the 
comfort of our population. 

It cannot be doubted that, by a re- 
markable coincidence, the crops of 
three of the great coffee producing 
countries of the world, viz: Braiil, Ja- 
va and Ceylon, will, for the present 
year, show a very large falling off, as 
compared with the crop marketed tlie 
previous vear, and, if the actual defi-

For finding the interest on any prin- 
cipal for any number of days. The 
answer in each case being in cents, 
separate the two right'hand figures of 
answer to express it in dollars and 
cents: 

Four per cent.-Multiply the prin 3 i- 
pal by the number of days to run; sep 
urate right hand figure from product, 
and divide by 9. 

Five per cent.— Multiply by num- 
ber of days and divide by 72. 

Six p« cent. — Multiply by number 
of days; separate right hand flgure.and 
divide by . 

Eight per cent.— Multiply by num- 
ber of days, and divide by 45. 

Nine per cent.— Multiply by nnmber 
of days; separate right hand figure and 
divide by 4. 

Ten per cent — Multiply by number 
of days and divide by 36. 

Twelve per cent— Multiply by num- 
ber of days; separate right hand figure 
and divide by 3. 

Fifteeu per cent —Multiply by num- 
ber of days and divide by 24. 

Eighteen per cent.— Multiply by 
number of days; separate right hand 
figure and divide by 2. 

Twenty percent.— Multiply by num- 
ber of days aud divide by 18. 

Twenty-four per cent.— Multiply by 
number of days and divide by 1.3.

Bedempti n of Defaced or Mutilated 
United States Currency. 

On and after the 1st of January, de- 
faced or mutilated United States notes 
and fractional currency, instead of be- 
ing redeemed as now only by the 
United States Treasurer, subject to dis- 
count for mutilation, will be redeemed 
at their full face value in new notes 
or currency by the Treasurer, several 
Assistant Treasurers and designated 
depositories of the United States, and 
all national bauk depositories, and 
will be received at their full face value 
by all officers of the Treasury Depart- 
ment in payment of all currency dues 
to the United States, provided that 
three-fifths of the original proportion 
of the notes are presented in one piece. 
Fragments of less than five-eighths 
will be redeemed only by the Treas- 
urer of the United States. If more 
than one-half and leas than five- 
eighths is presented, half of the face 
value will be paid; leas than half a 
note will be redeemed only on affida- 
vit that the missing portion has been 
totally destroyed. Under the new 
rules, any person, firm, bank, corpo- 
ration or public officer will be permit- 
ted to forward five dollars and upward 
in fractional currency, and fifty dollars 
and upward in legal tender notes, for 
redemption, to the United States 
Treasurer, by express, at the expense 
of the Department.

Meats are now within 
the reach of every one, as is demon- 
strated by the rapid consumption of 
Bthe stoclt on hand. 

Statistics show but a small increase 
% of hogs on band last spring over cor- 
responding dates, while the receipts 
.up to the commencement of the pack 
Ing season were about 40 per cent, 
greater, taking Chicago receipts as an 
index. This increase will equal the 
r surplus on hand last spring; so that 
' the number of hogs to pack will not be 
i greater than last season, and the qual- 
V Ity little if auy better. 

The foreign demand for our meats is 
increasing at a prodigious rate. The 
exports during the past year were near- 
ly double those of 1870. Every indica- 
tion shows that there is an increasing 
active demand at home and abroad 
'/or our meats. In the face of all this 
there is no reason to be discouraged. 

the present prices are scarcely re- 
munerative, the future promises some- 
ing better. 

If hogs will not pay at the present 
price, we would ask, what will pay ? 
Through this section hogs are selling 
at $3 and $3 50 per hundred and corn 
twenty cents per bushel. These 
prices favor the rising of hngs. A ju- 
dicious hog.raiser is now geUing 130 
35 cents for his corn, which is 
profitable considering that the yield is 
irge 

The question is, bow 6ball we raise 
hogs and make them profitable at the 
resent or even lower prices ? It is 
rery evident that many find little 
r no profit in their substitutes for hogs, 
he time has been that anything that 
sties and could grunt would 
ield a profit to its owner ; but these 
mes are past. Hog-rai9ing must be 
uced to a science in order to yield a 
dsome profit. While the profits 
mall on the improved breeds, 
can we expect of a class of "thor- 
bred scrubs" that abound in 
y f-ections of the country ? In or- 
der to make the business profitable, 
we must learn bow to lessen the cost of 
isfng; and this cannot be done bet- 
erthau by raising none but the best— 
those that will make the most pounds 
for the feed in the shortest time. It is 
necessary to reduce the number in or- 
der to make them better, and we 
should speedily do it. We must feed 
more grass and less grain, and the re- 
sult on the balance sheet will be sur- 
prising. Hogs must be sheltered bet- 
ter, thereby protecting tbem from the 
cold, which will add greatly to their 
growth. It is bad policy to stull ani- 
mals with grain to keep tbem warm, 
when it can be accomplished at a great 
saving of food by giving them warm 
quarters. It U almost a clear wast of 
grain to feed it to stock and leave them 
exposed to the cold. Shelter is the 
best naif of the feed. 
As i^gards the profits of swine rais- 
we want to say to the Western 
farmers, if we cannot make the busi- 
ness pay, who can ? In localities where 
grain is cheap, hogs can be raised cor- 
respondingly so ; and the cheaper the 
grain the greater the advantage in 
bogs. In sections where corn is sel- 
ling, at the present times, at 25 cents 
or under, per bushel, there is no risk 
t to run in raising hogs extensively ; as 
*^he feeder has great advantage over 
them in localities where corn is high, 
and can compete with them sucessful- 
ly ; consequently, hogs will pay in the 
West.-[Correspondent Western Rur- 



twice as far as when fed raw and hard; 
and when boiled in the ear, the shel 
ling and grinding is dispensed with, 
while the corn, if boiled soft, will go 
just as far fed in the ear as if it were 
shelled and ground. So here is an im- 
portant item of labor and expense sav- 
Vd. But we have a large stretch of 
country north and west of us coming 
under cultivation that does not pro- 
duce corn to any advantage, the sea- 
son being too cool and short. We are 
satisfied, by recent inquiries made by 
us, that northern Wisconsin, Minnes- 
ota, Decotah, Wyoming and Colorado, 
can all raise hogs to good advantage, 
simply by raising oats and peas for 
feed. These two articles will grow to 
perfection in any of the countries 
named. Oats can be fed in the field, 
without harvesting, to the best advan- 
tage, and they fatten hogs in the most 
rapid manner. Peas are the chief de- 
pendence in Canada for fattening hogs. 
We have reliable information that 50 
bushels to the acre have been raised in 
that country, although that is an ex- 
traordinary yield, about 30 bushels be- 
iagan average crop. The vines, after 
the peas have been threshed out, are 
about equal to clover hay to sheep. 
The peas weigh from 60 to 65 pounds 
per measured bushel, and have consid- 
erable more nutriment than the same 
amount of corn. So we see no reason 
to doubt that hogs can be raised to 
good advantage in all the northern 
country that we have spoken of. Peas 
will grow to perfection where oats can 
be produced. An average crop of pe«s 
will count the farmer nearly, if not 
quite, as much as an average crop of 
corn, counting the vines as food for 
sheep— [Stock Yards Sun.

Feeding Hogs. 



There is getting to be a general in- 
terest felt throughout the country in 
the matter of feeding hogs in the most 
idmical manner ; or, to state it in 
lother way, how can the largest 
lount of pork be made in the short- 
possible time with the smallest 
amount of labor and feed? We sup* 
>pose, for summer feeding, there is no 
Y%y preferable to the old way of hav- 
good clover fields for swine to run 
i, and give a good slop once a day 
le of corn- meal. But in our time, 
i have to be fed every month in 
r tbe year ; so the question is, what is 
the best and cheapest food, taking the 
year through ? We are inclined to the 
opinion that corn in the ear, boiled 
until It i9 perfectly soft, is the cheap- 
est food that can be given, at least so 
far as all the corn-growing districts 



FRENCH PEAR — BEURRE DE 
L'ASSOMPTION. 

Mr. Rivers thus speaks in the Lon- 
don Journal of Horticulture, of this 
fine French pear: "I have to-day 
(September 25th) eaten one of the 
finest pears of the month. It is large 
and in color much like the Brock- 
worth Park. One figure in the 'Dic- 
tionnaire de Pomoloeie' is like that 
given to this sort in the 'Year- Book ;' 
another iu the same book differs from 
it widely. The French and English 
descriptions do not vary much. The 
former is 'Peau jaune citron, ponctuee, 
strie de roux, largement marbree et 
tacbee de meme vers 1'tEil et la pe- 
duncle;' the latter, "Skin smooth, pale 
yellow, slightly flushed and streaked 
with crimson on the exposed side." 

"In France this sort ripens in Aug- 
ust ; here, iu September, and this year 
late. The habit of the tree is robust, 
much like Williams' Bon Chretien^ of 
which I should think it a seeding, and 
marvellous fertile. There is none of the 
Williams' musk in its flavor but a rich, 
vinous, peasant, sugary taste. It 
seems as if this pear is a twin of the 
Rockworth Park pear, and if so, a very 
worthy sister or brother. 

"The Beurre de l'Assomption was 
raised at Nantes, and was introduced 
with another very large pear raised at 
Lyons, called Souvenir du Congres. 
This has much the habit of the former, 
and seems to be also the decendent of 
Williams' Bon Chretien, but it has 
hitherto proved course; it is, however, 
larger than Williems', more robust in 
habit, and if it bears well it will prove 
a valuable market pear."
